The operators are contending that !

may he the grievance, and thgt the 
disputes he fought out while work con- 
i tinues. 
One clause is that which im­ 
poses a fine of $1 a day on the men for 
i going on a strik e without first submit­ 
ting the grievance to arbitration. This 
| has been in the contract for several 
I years, but the men wish it eliminated. 
The operators say that perhaps not a 
majority of the steady work ing miners 
desire it eliminated; that in fact they 
wish it continued to prevent them be­ 
ing forced into idleness occasionally 
when some leaders are anx ious to 
swing the big stick . 
The other clause 
is the one which provides for a strik e 
if a settlement of a grievance is not 
effected within live days after it has 
been tak en up. The men contend that 
superintendents and other mine offi­ 
cials have a habit of letting a griev­ 
ance drag until its settlement is not 
important.

The operators point to six stampede 
strik es since the temporary agreement 
was reached four week s ago and under j 
which the fining clause is not effective, I 
more of* such strik es than in a year 
preceding. 
In each instance the strik e 
lasted only one day, and the grievance 
was easily settled.

is that men should not be penalized

“P unch’s Letters to His Son,” and o th ­ 
er contributions whose fa.me outlived 
their author, is in itself an interesting 
story . 
In the y ear 18 61 my late husband 
was called to take charge of St. Paul's 
Church, at Lewiston, N iagara County , 
N. Y.,” said Mrs. Haven, detailing the 
incident. 
“ In that little town was liv­ 
ing a son of Douglas Jerrold. 
The 
owner of the line of 
buses 
running 
from the depot to the N iagara River 
to meet the steam er from Toronto, Mr. 
Cornell, also proprietor of the hotel, 
was the cause of Jerrold coming to so 
small a town. Jerrold wras a fine paint 
er and he was kept at work on the 
omnibuses. 
He came from Canada and 
had a wrife and two children—-a 
son, 
Douglas, and a little girl, Anne. 
“One day a gentleman called at our 
home. 
After his departure I Inq uired 
who he waa. 
“ ‘T hat was Douglas Jerrold.* said my 
husband. 
‘He wants me to come to his 
home to baptize his two children.’ 
“Jerrold had not been in I^ewiston 
more than a y ear when he enlisted in 
the army , taking part in the Civil War. 
A fter a time the family moved to Sy ra­ 
cuse, N. Y. 
When Mrs. Jerrold was 
leaving she gave .me a hatbox that once 
belonged to Mr. Jerrold's father, the fa­ 
mous Douglas Jerrold, who died 
in 
18 57. 
The box was brought from E n ­ 
gland by the son, who went there at 
the time of his father's death. 
In addi 
tion he had with him a num ber of his 
father's works and a good many volumes 
of ‘The Best of All Good Company ,’ of 
which a brother was, I believe, the a u­ 
thor. 
Jerrold was very poor, and when 
he enlisted his wife sold as many of 
the books as she could. 
Seme twenty 
y ears after they left Lewiston I saw a 
brief item in one of the newspapers to 
tbe effect that a son of the great Doug­ 
las Jerrold was very sick in one of the 
Carolinas and 
in 
destitute 
circum ­ 
stances.. I have often wondered w heth­ 
er it w’as the Douglas Jerrold who once 
painted omnibuses for a living in Lew­ 
iston.” 
Although the hatbox is y ellow with 
age it is still possible to trace on it 
tbe name of Douglas Jerrold. It is also 
ornam ented with num erous labels, one 
of which Ip3wich, is still plainly dis­ 
cernible.

A little leaden tablet, tarnished, ugly 
and otherwise trivial in appearance, 
was sent a few’ y ears ago fre.m Athens 
to the Imperial Museum of Berlin, the 
Scientific American say s. 
On one side 
of it was some w riting w’hich only re­ 
cently was deciphered with 
precise 
correctness by Adolph 
Wilhelm, 
an 
A ustrian savant, who lives in Athens. 
The tablet is the original of a private 
letter that was w ritten about the time 
of the orator Demosthenes. 
The w riter of the letter lived in a 
rural neighborhood and wished to send 
a commercial order to a tow n. 
Th * 
form of the address was: “To be taken 
to the pottery .market and to be handed 
to Nausias, or to Thrasy kles, or to the 
son” (perhaps the son of the w riter 
was m eant). 
The weekly market, to 
which the Attic country men had gon*. 
to offer their produce and wares for 
sale, may be imagined 
in 
progress. 
There the boy who was bearer of the 
letter was to find the stand or booth 
of one of the three persons to whom it 
was addressed and deliver it to him. 
The tex t of the letter say s: “Mnesier- 
goes greets y ou cordially , he 
greets 
y our family with the same esteem and 
wishes thorn good health, and he say s 
also th a t his ow n health is good. Please 
be so kind as to send me a mantle, 
either of sheepskin or of goatskin, and 
let it be as cheap as possible, for it 
does not need to be trim m ed with fur. 
Send with a pair of heavy soles also. 
As soon as I have an opportunity I will 
pay y ou.” 
So much for the letter, to the mo­ 
tive of which the reader can point w'ith 
as much precision as the author.

parently it was w ritten in winter, poor 
Mnesiergos having been surprised out 
in the open country by one of those icy 
snowstorm s which sometimes even at 
this day cover the temples of Acropo­ 
lis with a mantle of snow.

Edward VII. is “by the grace of 
God of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland and of the Brit­ 
ish Dominions Beyond the Sea, King, 
Defender of the Faith, E m p e r o r of In­ 
dia,” duke of Cornwall (in the peer­ 
age of England, cieation 1337), duke 
of Rothesay, duke of Saxony, prince 
of Coburg and Gotha 
(the dukedom 
he resigned in 1863), prince of Saxe- 
Coburg Saalfield, earl of Carrick, ba­ 
ron of Renfrew, lord of the Isles, 
Prince of Wales, earl of Chester, duke 
of Lancaster and earl of Dublin.

to Dayton at the head of the Cuyahoga 
county (Cleveland) delegation and in 
sist that the Democratic candidate for 
United States senator be nam ed by 
the convention. 
T here was considera­ 
ble surprise at the new alliance which 
Johnson has formed with Bryan. Mr 
Johnson admitting* that he had dis­ 
cussed the nam ing of the Democratic 
senator in the Ohio convention with 
Mr. Bryan before the latter left for 
Europe. 
Bryan told Johnson that he was to 
m ake the sam e w ar In Ohio th a t h 
did in Indiana when he urged Governor 
Marshall of the Hoosicr stare to com­ 
pel the state convention to nam e the 
candidate for United S tates senator.
